All  Cowsheds  are  kept  clean,  and  all  precautions 
are  taken  during  milking  to  prevent  contamination  of 
the  milk* 


MEAT  SIIOPS  .etc* 

All  meat  shops,  chip  shops,  etc*,  are  systematically 
inspected* 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  is  satisfactory* 
No  unsound  food  was  found  during  the  year. 


There  is  no  Slaughter  House  in  the  District,  and  all 
Butchers  in  the  District  slaughter  at  the  Public  Slaughter 
House  in  Chester,  where  the  meat  is  inspected*

with  no  less  than  8 hours  exposure,  thb  rooms  being  sealed. 
Advice  and  instructions  are  given  to  wash  all  floors  and 
washable  surfaces  with  a disinfectant  solution. 


All  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  visited  including 
Pulmonary  and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  Schools  are 
also  visited' 


During  the  year  39  visits  wore  made  concerning 
Infectious  Disease,  Disinfection  and  subsequent  enquiries.
